MEDICAL ADVISORY BOARD
NAMED T0 AID RED CROSS

Committee of Expert Sanitarians
Appointed to Work With
War Council.

Sanitation and public health, both in
the war fields abroad and to meet war
conditions in the U'nited States, are to
be of special concern to the war coun-
cil of the Red Cross. FProviding for ex-
pert advice, the war council has ap-
pointed a medical advisory committee
of leading sanitarians and public health
authorities, which held its first meeting
at Red Cross headquarters today. This
committee is composed of Dr. Simon
Flexner, director, ltockefeller Institute,
chairman; Dr. John W. Kerr, assistant
sureon general, United States public
health service; Dr. Herman M. Biggs,
director of the New York state depart-
ment of health; Dr. Willlam H. Welch,
dean of achool of hygiene, Johna Hop-
P T niversity; Dr. Frank 2. Billings,
of medicine, University of
. Dr. M. J. iosenau, professor of
preventive medicine, Harvard Univer-
sity; Wickliffe Rose, director of the in-
ternational health board; Dr. Victor C.
Vaughan, professor of hygiene, Univer-
sity of Michigan; D'r. Charles V. Chapin,
department of health, Providence, R. L;
Dr. Richard P. Strong, professor of
tropical medicine, Harvard Universily;
Dr. Richard M. Iearce, professor of re-
=earch medicine, University of Pennsyl-
vania.

Ex-officio  members of the commit-
tee are: Col. Jefferson R. Kean, director
general, department of military relief,
and Dpr. T. W. Richards, assistant di-
rector general, department of military
relief,

This committee is to have permanent
headguarters in the Red Cross building,
with I'rof. Pearve as secretary.

Ready to Aid Army.

Under the plan of the war council its
medical advisory committee will be pre-
pared to co-operate, should the assist-
ance of {he Red (ross be desired, with
the medical autherities of the army and

navy in matters relating to the health
of the armed forces of thie United States
bhath abroad and at home. Its services
and advice also wili be awvailable in

dealing with matters of health and san-
itation which are outside state or fed-
eral aid.

The chief sphere of work of the med-
ical advisory committee will be in con-
nection with the plans of the Red Cross
war council for European war reliefl.
A Red Cross commission, headed by
Maj. Grayson M. P. Murphy, is now
abroad studying conditions in France
and other allied countries. Headguar-
ters for the commission have been
opened in Paris and on its reports the
war council will direct American relief
activities,

Two of the main problems confront-
ing the commission, and which will at
onee engage the attention of the med-
jcal advisory committee, are the spread
of tuberculosis and children’s diseases
fn France. There are more than 800,000
cases of tuberculosis in France. Every |
resource of America must be enlisted in |
combating this plague, not merely for
humanitarian motives, but to protect
the health of American troops abroad.

Orphans Furnish Problems,

Additional medical problems have
been brought about bhecause of the
thousands of war orphans In France.
Because children have been deprived
of mothers and fathers and under-
nourished physically, there has been a
great spread of children’s diseases in
Franece.

Where neceasity exists, or on Invita-
tion, the medical advisory committee
will also undertake investigations into
health conditions in foreign countries
and the United States. Every effort
will he made to prevent the spread of
‘epidemics and to help maintain loecal
latandards of health following the with-
drawal of doctors and nurses from com-
munities for war eervice. This service
will be undertaken not only in the
army encampment, but elsewhere in
co-operation with the United States
public health service.

Dr. Richard P. Strong, who |s a2 mem-
ber of the committes, was head of the
Hed Cross forces which stamped out
the typhus epidemic In Serbia two
yvears ago. Iir. Rose was the head of
the Red Cross commission which two
vears ago Investigated relief condi-
tions in Poland, while Dr. Biggs has al-
ready conducted an investigation into
tuberculosis in France for the French
government.

Russian Government’s
Threat of Force Is
Indorsed by People

The Russian provisional government's
first threat of foree to suppress disor-
ders in Peirograd was reported in dis-
patches to the Russian mission here to-
day as having heen indorsed Ly the
peaple and 1o have prevented hostile
demonstrations. A summary of recent
official dispatches from Petrograd to the
mission here showing the full support

of the new government by the wnork-
men and snldiers, the peasants and all
but the minority radical socialists, was

given out today, as follows:
“The latest news from Petrograd says

jthut a strong and united majority has

heen formed in that country and in the
public organizations, on which the gov-
ernment can fully rely. The political
parties which support the government
are the constitutional democrats, the
labor party, the majority of socialist
democrats and of socialist populace.
Agalnst the government are very
radical factions of the soclalist
party, the so-called internationalists
and extremists, forming a small mi-
nority.

Manifest Full Agreement.

“The resolutions adopted hy the pan-
Russian conference of peasant dele-
gates and the council of workmen and
soldiers manifested a full agreement
with the program of the government,
whieh thus has the support of these
strong organizations with their great
authority among the makses"

Sopme nervousness was felt in Petro-
grad a few days ago on account of
rumors of counter revolution move-

ments, which proved to be without any

foundation in fact. On that oceasion
the radical elements intended to or-
ganize public manifestations In the

street. The provisional government
proclaimed that all attempts at violence
would be crushed with all force of the
state authorities. At the same time the
eouncil of workmen and soldiers asked
the citizens and soldiers not to partici-
pate in the demonstration hut to refrain
for three dayz from all manifestations.
“The extremists did not carry out
thelr resaolution,” say the dispatches
“This event is considered In ussia as
a great mnoral sueress of the govern-
ment anrd of the mnation's majority
which supports the government.”

Would Adjust War Aims.

1.ONDON, June 28 —Foreign Secrctary
Balfour said in the house of commaons
today he understood Albert Thomas,
member of the French eahinet, who has
just returned from a mission to Russia,
had heen informed by the Russian gov-
ernment of its intention, as soon as
circumstances permlit, to suggesat the
convocation of a conference of the al-
lies to revise the agrecmenta concerning
their alms, with the exception of the
London agresment in which the allies
oovenahted not to conclude a separats
peace. The British government thus
far has recelved no communication
from the Ruesian government on the
subject.

Serbian Volunteers Mobilized.

PITTSBURGH. June 27.—Mnare than
600 volunteers, recruited from ail parts
of the United Btates for the Serbian
army, weré mobllized here today. Near-
ly 400 other volunteers gathered at
Johnstown, FPa. today, and the two
forcea will be joined at Johnstown to-
morrow, where the men will be organ-
ized and varioug ceremonies held, in-
cluding the hlessing of American and
Sarhian fiags by clergymen. Maost of the
men have seen service in previous Ser-
bian campalgns.

SAYS THEREGULAR ARMY
15 SHORT 50,000 MEN

War De-pii'tment Estimate on Face
of Returns From Half Week of
Recruiting.

With recruiting week half gone, War
Department officials estimated today
that the regular army still {s more than
50,000 men short of war strength, the
goal it had been hoped to attain bY
Friday night.

On the face of the returns so far, it is
apparent that there has been nn gen-
eral response among men of milltary
age to President Wilson's call for 70.~
000 volunteers during the week to fill
up the ranks of the regular estahlish-
ment and thus complete the first biE
military preparation in the war against
Germany.

Below the Average.

Returns for the first threa days, In
fact, were below the average of the
weeks preceding. They were far below
the expectations of officlals hera, who
had been confident that the President’s
direct and clear-cut appeal for velun-
teers would bring home to thousands
the fact that their country needs them
at once.

While officials belleve that in most
rommunities the press and semi-public
agencies have responded to the request
for co-operation in stimulating intérast
in the recruiting campalgn, they also
are convinced that in some places the
FPresident's appeal had not been placed
properly before those who are e“gihl:-i
Yesterday twenty-six gtates reporte
that they each had secured during the
day less than ten recruits.
